LANSING - Michigan began is- 
suing specialty license plates in 
April of 2001 to raise money for 
several state-supported causes. 
Celebrating the 100th anniversary 
of the reintroduction of Elk into 
Michigan, this wildlife habitat 
plate highlights the need to protect 
Michigan’s non-game wildlife and 
habitat. 

University and special cause 
fundraising plates can only be 
used on non-commercial passen- 
ger cars, pickup trucks, vans, and 


motor homes. Motorcycles, trail- 
ers, and vehicles used commer- 
cially are not eligible for these 
plates. 

You can order the specialty li- 
cense plates by mail, fax, or at any 
Secretary of State branch 
office. The plate will be mailed to 
you within 14 business days from 
the date the plate is ordered.

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Deer hunt violations lead to sentencing 


Three family members sentenced for violations in Oscoda County 


OSCODA COUNTY - Three 
members of a Genesee County 
family have been sentenced for 
deer hunting violations following a 
three-year investigation by Michi- 
gan Department of Natural Re- 
sources conservation officers. 

All three men live in Burton. 
The offenses occurred in Oscoda 
County from 2014 to 2016. Conser- 
vation officers wrapped up their 
investigation earlier this year after 
executing several search warrants 
in Genesee and Oscoda counties. 

“There’s no place in Michigan’s 
rich hunting tradition for this type 
of illegal, unethical behavior,” 
said 1st Lt. Brandon Kieft, District 
5 supervisor for the DNR Law En- 
forcement Division. “This case 
should send a clear message that 
those who abuse our shared natu- 
ral resources will be held account- 
able.” 

Kieft commended Conservation 
Officer Casey Pullum, who led the 
investigation, and other officers 


who provided support, for their 
diligence and professionalism. 

“This is an example of outstand- 
ing detective work by Conserva- 
tion Officer Pullum and the rest of 
our team,” Kieft said. “They 
painstakingly followed each lead, 
using their skills and traditional 
field work to bring these violators 
to justice.” 

Sentenced in Oscoda County’s 
81st District Court were: 

Joseph Dykes, 33, who pleaded 
guilty to unlawfully using (borrow- 
ing or loaning) a hunting license, 
baiting, and taking deer without a 
license over the three-year period. 
Due to the extensive nature of the 
crimes, he was fined $14,220, of 
which $12,000 will be restitution to 
the state for the deer that were 
taken; sentenced to 45 days in jail 
or community service, and had his 
hunting license privileges revoked 
for this year and the next five 
years. 

Richard Raymond Dykes, 59, fa- 


ther of Joseph Dykes. Richard 
Dykes pleaded guilty to one count 
of unlawfully using a hunting li- 
cense. He paid $450 in fines and 
costs, was placed on probation for 
six months and had his hunting 
privileges revoked during his pro- 
bation. 

Charles David Dykes, 58, uncle of 
Joseph Dykes. Charles Dykes 
pleaded guilty to one count of un- 
lawfully using a hunting license. 
He paid $450 in fines and costs, was 
placed on probation for six months 
and had his hunting privileges re- 
voked during his probation. 

During the investigation, conser- 
vation officers found that Joseph 
Dykes also poached a mule deer in 
Montana. The information was 
turned over to authorities in Mon- 
tana, where Dykes pleaded guilty 
after being charged there. 

Kieft encouraged anyone with 
information regarding natural re- 
sources violations to call or text 
the Report All Poaching (RAP) pro-

gram at 800-292-7800. The RAP line 
is a convenient, effective way for 
citizens to report the illegal taking 
of fish or game, or damage to our 
natural resources. The line is open 
24 hours a day, seven days a week. 

An individual offering informa- 
tion that leads to a successful con- 
viction may be eligible for a 
reward through the RAP program. 
While citizens can remain anony- 
mous, they must provide their 
names if they wish to be eligible 
for a reward. 

The 2017 Michigan Hunting and 
Trapping Digest contains helpful 
information such as hunting rules, 
regulations and dates. 

Michigan conservation officers 
are elite, highly trained profession- 
als who serve in every corner of 
the state.
